Under date of Oct. 17, he writes. “I have 
for several weeks attended a religious meeting 
every evening, and the meetings have been 
thronged.

Oct. 30, he writes: * My time has been com- 
pletely oecupied for many weeks past in attend- 
ing meetings, and looking to the spiritual con- 
cerns of my people in this trying time.

The influence cf Mr. Foote in this | 
region, has been somethirg like a tornado; un- | 
hinging minds, and tossing them to and fro, 
and breaking down all ecclesiastical order. | 
believe we should survive the shock in this 
place, if he would leave the county. But he 
has had admittance into the meetinghouse in 
West Stockbridge, and tonorrow I understand, 
he is to commence his operations in North | 
Adams, where he has been invited by Mr. T. 
the present minister of the place. After this 
he is to come to Laneshorough, &c.—All this | 
keeps the man and his measures in view, and | 
the ears of people constantly itching.” 

Nov. 22, he writes: ‘* The course which Mr. 
Foote has taken singe he came into the coun- 
try is, in my apprehension, much to be deplor- 
ed. Though he and his friends proclaim his 
success as being very great, he weakens the 
hands of the settled pastors, and even «does 
what he can to destroy their influence.” 

In these extracts, the excitement of the seven 
meetings is described as great and singular, and 
among other things, the conductor is spoken of 
once and again as having proclaimed his suc- 
cess by numbering hundreds of converts: and 
his friends are spoken of as having proclaimed | 
his success as being very great likewise. His 
wonderful success was construed into an ar- 
gument why Dr. Hyde should co-operate with 
him. 

As further proof of the general course pur- 
sued at these meetings and of the slight grounds 
on which persons were pronounced converts, 
several affidavits have been taken. Tt is writ- 
ten in the Scriptures, that an oath for confirma- 
tion, is to men anend ofall strife. 1 would say 
therefore, in regard to the affidavits now to be 
introduced, and concerning one which will ap- 
pear further on, that the subscribers have either 
made solemn oath before a magistrate, that the 
affidavits by thein subscribed are true, or have | 
assured me they will do so in case it hecomes 
necessary. 

The first witness says; ‘I was present atthe 
close of the protracted meeting at South Lee, 
and distinctly remember seeing Mr. Foote 
count or estimate those then before him, who | 
were considered as having submitted to God, 
and of hearing him declare how many had sub- 
mitted during the whole meeting, which accord- 
ing to my best recollection, was 150: a vote of | 
the people was taken, that the excitement pro- 
duced during the meeting was the work of | 
God. I was also present in the evening of the 
same «day, at a prayer meeting held at Lester 
and Avery's store in Stockbridge, where Mr. 
F. attended; many prayers were offered, sever- 
al by converts, who had been charged in the 
farewell at Lee, to hold themselves in readiness 
to pray publicly; exhortations were given by 
two of his assistants. Mr. Foote made some re- | 
marks, in the course of which he observed, 
* Most ministers, I suppose, lo not expect to 
convert 100 souls in all their lives; but though I 
ama poor creature, | should not think T did 
anything for God unless I converted 2000, or 
2500 in a year;” Tam notcertain which number 
he mentioned. He inquired if there were not 
some there willing to come out and submit | 
to God and be prayed for, ‘The whole congrega- | 
tion was present all the while. At length a 
young girl came out and knelt down, One, he 
save, is not sshamed to conte: others followed 
to the number of 18, including two or three 
young men, he all the while talking until he 
had secured this number. He said, if a man 
felt he ought submit and woald not come out, 
he was a hypocrite.

The affidavit now to be given shows that the 
inquiry meetings at West Stockbridge, at least, 
that one of them, was conducted ina similar 
manner.

A remark of Dr. Hyde’s alrendy given 
in the letter under date of Oct. 80th, 1883, (after | 
the meeting at South Lee, Stockbridge and est 
Stockbridge were closed,) is worthy of notice in| 
thisplace. Spenking of more than 80 young per- 
sons, having hopes that they had passed from 
tleath to life, with whom he had conversed, | 
he observes; “‘ Some of these appear to have,

But itis time to attend to the particular in-| 
quiry, whether 200 converts were proclaimed 
at the close of the protracted meeting at West) 
Stockbridge centre, as having been made dur-| 
ing that meeting. “‘1 would suppose,” Br. | 
Gaylord observes, ‘that from some source or 
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other, tht writer,” (that is of the essay ),”’ ob- 
tained inormation he thought was correct; but 
the statenent ts hardly possible. "lhe under- 
stundingwas, that no proclamation should be 
made: Theard none, and numbers then pres- 
ent now affirm that they heard none. 1 would 
Justadd hat no number of converts from this 
place ha ever been published. If, atter all, 
twas afact, no one would disapprove of it 
more tha myself.” 

The ast’ sentence implies, Br. Gaylord 
thought £ was barely possible, after all, tie 
proclamaiou was made. lt was possible traly, 
and he kiew at the time he wrote this, as he 
now ackmwledges, that the writer of the essay 
had beenso informed by one of the most in- 
telligent and respectable sourees which his 
chureh apd parish affords.* ‘hat source would 
he entitlal to credence in any court v hatever, 
civil or eqlesiastical, In all our parishes there 
are some fea Who carefully observe and trens- 
ure up faets, as they pass, possessed of memo- 
res remarkably tenacious, versed in the history 
of the churches and communities to whieh they 
belong; a kind of chroniclers for their neighbors 
and fellow citizens. The testimony of one such 
man (as those accusomed to collect historical 
information will agre,) to a transaction which 
he has witnessed, is nore to be depended upon 
than the testimony df many persons, however 
intelliger t and welblisposed, of a different de- 
scription, especiallywhere his testimony is pos- 
ive, and theirs isoegative. Such a man was 
my informer; a speial friend of Br. Gaylord, 
and not atall untendly to Mr. Foote. 1 had 
occasion to apply o him, years ago, for facets 
respecting the hitory of West Stockbridge. 
About a year sing, | had occasion to call on 
him again for fact respecting the early minis- 
ters of that tows, and spelt some time with 
him. While there he mentioned in conversa- 
tion, unasked, thet Mr. Foote proclaimed that 
200 converts wer made at West Stockbridge 
during the meeting held there; and he stated 
the very words i which the proclamation was 
made, and canmended them, because he 
thought the lastrlause savored of caution and 
modesty,

Pertups I shall not be able to give | 
them precisely; but they were on this wise, and 
uttered in the @urse of his farewell address to 
the converts: T'wo hundred have professedly 
submitted to God during the meeting; how 
many of these will prove converts, God knows.” 
There was a preclamatian of 200 converts cer- 
tainly, if the werds were used. Suppose Mr. 
Foote had said,‘* 200 have professedly become | 
converted to Ged during the meeting,” would | 
any different iien have been communicated ? | 
The qualifying clause merely denotes that the | 
conductor did pot claim to he omniscient: these | 
persons might not hold out: whether they | 
would prove tw be converts to the Inst, God | 
only knew. How should this informer have | 
got the idea that this proclamation was made, | 
unless it was made, andl made in the precise 
manner which he stated? 

This is not all, When the informer stated 
this, a son of his was present, a leader in psalmn- 
oly, and a lady, both members of the church; 
and a conversation ensued in the company, on | 
the admitted iden that such « proolamation was 
made, ‘The informer is now confident it was 
made, and the impression is still on the mind | 
of the son, ofthe lady, and of a hired man in | 
the family. The informer reconciles their 
views, and trose of Mr. Gaylord and others, 
thus: * This is my sitting room,” (1 give the 
illustration if substance and nearly word for 
word,) ‘* my friends come in and sit with me 
when and as jong as they please; there is my 
clock; a number are in here in a given in- 
stance, and while here the clock strikes, ani I | 
hear it; by and by they get up and ask, ‘* Has 
the clock struck? we have not heard it””— Now, 
says the informer, their not hearing the clock 
strike, is no proof that it did not strike, and that 
I did not heart.” A man giving this illustra- 
tion of testimony would not be very likely to 
mistake about such a matter of fact as that now 
in question. Here assuredly was good author- 
ity tor the belief and declaration of the author 
of the essay and supplement. No man in these 
circumstances could have doulted the testimno- 
ny of the informer, thus concurred in by others 
present, Further, this testimony is corrobo- 
rated by other circumstances. 

1. Converts were proclaimed at the inquiry 
rooms in West Stockbridge, as appears trom 
one of the affidavits already given. Br. Gay- 
lord has admitted to me very recently, that 
proclamatons were made there in two or three 
instances ,and these proclamations went through 
West Stockbridge unto the neighboring towns, 
although ats understanding with Mr. Foote was 
that noneshould be made. Now if there were 
made at tiquiry rooms from time to time, and 
proclamalions of very considerable numbers, 
what was there to prevent a proclamation of 
the aggregate at the close of the protracted 
meeting? 

2. On the day of the farewell, the converts 
were reqtested to seat themselves in the * body 
pews” of the sanctuary, and it is said, more 
than filled them. ‘There may have been some 
converts unong them from other towns, made 
at other meetings; though Br. Gaylord himself 
is my voucher that very few converts were 
made at this protracted meeting, who helonged 
out of West Stockbridge. Was there not a 
willingness to make a display of these converts 
by seating them in the body, even if it was a 
little more convenient and agreeable addressing 
therm in this situation; and what more natural 
than for the conductor, while they were thus 
seated, to give their number? 

3. The report has been abroad in the county 
all along, that 200 converts were the estimated 
resultoft thatmeeting. I have heard of itin sev- 
eral towns myself, Within a few days an intel- 
ligent and serious man, in the vicinity of that 
town, bas told me that he has heard this from | 
many ivdividuals at different times ever since 
that meeting closed. What is so likely to have 
given rise to this report, so definite, so repeated 
and so confirmed, as such a proclamation? 

And now what is there in reality in the mere 
negative testimony of Br. Gaylord, Mr. Gates 
and others, that they did not hear the procla- 
mation, t9 set aside this evidence? It is very 
possible they did not hear it, though it was 
made: for how many things were there con- 
nected with the last service, on the last of eight 
most exciting And agitating days, to distract 
the mind, when the sanctuary, beyond all pre- 
ceding @xample, was filled to overflowing, 
many were crowding at the threshold, and 
some stacding at the windows? This procla- 
mation wo, it is understood, was not made at 
the beginning of the address, but in the body of 
it, What, particularly, must have been the 
state of the pastor’s mind at the close of such a 
scene? If the spirit was willing, might not the 
flesh have been wenk? Burt there is another 
supposition. very easy to be made, and that is, 
that he did hear it, and others too who affirm 
that they did not, because all consciousness of 
it is now, after many months, gone from their 
minds, Can either he or they recollect all the

numbers converted were there made from tine 
to tine by the conductor, which multitudes 
who attended his meeting, do not now remen- 
ler? ‘There is no great difficulty in explaining 
away this negative testimony; but it is submit- 
ted to the intelligent and eandid reader, whether 
the positive evidence, so definite as to the proc- 
lamation, the number proclaimed and the nian- 
ner of proclaiming it, and so continued and 
corroborated, must not stand, 

But says Mr. Gates, after remarking that he 
did not hear the proclamation of 200 converts; 
** L believe however, if facts were fully known, 
that would not be far from the muth? &e. In 
this declaration he refers directly to what was 
done during the eight days of the meeting. — Br. 
Gaylord, however, as Lhave learnt in a recent 
conversation, does not believe any such thing, 
butis somewhat moderate in Dis views as to 
what was done during the continuance of the 
meeting. But hereis Mr. Gates’ belief, and he 
doubtless believes, as others do, that quite a 
number were converted at the subsequent pro- 
tracted meeting at West Stockbridge Village, 


where he has his ecclesiastical connection, 


| There was also a movement on the minds of 


people of the Methodist persuasion about this 
time, under their own appropriate ministrations, 
which was believed to have resulted in the con- 
version of souls. Now let the conversions at 
the Village and among the Methodists, together 
with ocenasional conversions, be added to the 
200, To this amount add “hetween 4 and 
500,”" published Nov. 2, #833, ‘to have been 
brought, as was reasonably hoped,’ at Stock- 
bridge, ‘in nine or ten days to bow to Christ 
as their King and Saviour,” the 150 proclaimed 
at Lee at the close of the meeting there, and 
the 17 the evening following at Lester and 
Avery’s store; the 200 published as converted at 
or near the tite of the meeting ut Pittsfield; the 
170 proclaimed at Laneshorough, and others 
published as converted afterwards while the 
work was going onward; the numbers represen- 


ted though pablic proclamations were not made, 


as converted at North Adams and Williams- 
town, in the latter place very many; let all 
these items be put together, and where are all 
these converts? Mr. Gates has not found them 
all. Those who will take the pains to examine 
am! compare, will find that he has not in any 
one place found converts enough to meet the 
proclamations, and reports made in one form and 
another, and in several instances he has found 
very few. Should his statements be received 
without abatement, he has found only about as 
manyin the county, after all his exertions, and 
all the aid of correspondents, as were published 
as converted in eight or nine days at Srock- 
bridge, while the seven meetings taken together 
lasted nearly a hundred days. Besides the 
concessions he has made, already noticed, he 
has by his own showing here evinced some- 
what minutely, that hasty and extravagant ac- 
counts went out from the seven meetings. But 
his statements cannot he received without great 
A pretty large proportion of the 
converts of whom he speaks, after the lapse of 
18. 14 or more months have not attached them- 
selves to any church; and after such detey Ane 
from such causes as he names, it is very ques- 
tionable whether most of them ever will, unless 
they hecome the subjects of new exercises, In 
other instances he has put down all that have 
leen received to the churches where the pro- 
tracted meetings were held, since their close, as 
though they were the fruits of those meetings, 
whereas many of those thus received, obtained 
their hopes elsewhere. Ihave evidence in my 
profession from authentic sources, which would 
lower down his statements exceedingly. It is 
not necessary to adduce it allhere. The read- 
er will probably be pretty well satisfied by a 
apecimen from Laneshorough. Referring to 
Mr. Foote’s meeting in that town, Mr. Gates 
says, on the authority of a correspondent; ‘ As 
fruits of this meeting there have united with 
the Congregational church, 15, Baptists do, 18, 
Episcopal 15; in all 48.°" (Mr. Field's number 
29.) Besides, there are ten who would unite 
with the Methodist church if there was one in 
town—there were two converts from New Ash- 
ford that prove to be worthy Christians—also, 
ten from Cheshire, and some from other towns, 
and in Laneshorough 40 we hope are Christians, 
who for various reasons have not united with 
any church,” 

As to the number mentioned in this statement 
as given by Mr. Field, he gave the total num- 
ber admitted to the Congregational church in 
1833 and in 1834, upto July Ist, and admitted 
to the Baptist church from the close of May 
1833 to the close of May in 1834, for reasons 
which appear in the essay and supplement 
compared, without undertaking to sny precisely 
where they obtained their hopes, ‘These two 
churches were considered as united somewhat 
in the protracted meeting, though the Bap- 
tists called it. An account of that meeting, 
signed by the clerk of the Baptist church, dated 
Feb, 5th, 1834, was published, in which it is 
said; ‘ On Wednesday 22 [of January) the 
meeting was closed by a sermon from Mr. 
Foote to the converts, about 170 in number,” 
&c. (The reader will observe here, that those 
who had professedly or hopefully submitted to 
God during the meeting are expressly called 
converts.) The account adds, * Several con- 
versions have occurred since the meeting,’ &e. 
These several conversions will doubtless coun- 
terbalance the couversions from others towns, 
concerning Which the numbers are not given by 
Mr. Gates’scorrespondent. ‘The numbers given 
are 110, 60 short of the number proclaimed 
at the close of the meeting and afterwards pub- 
lished; something of a reduction to begin with. 
How much greater reduction would have to be 
made, were all the items fully examined, I 
do not know: but the follow. ing letter from the 
respected minister of the Congregational church, 
shows that some of the items are to be greatly 
reduced, The letter also reflects some light 
on the nature of the excitement which has pre- 
vailed in this county. Here is the letter: 

** Lanesborough, 10th March, 1835 

Rev. D. D. Field, Dear Sir,—l have just 
seen in the New York Evangelist an account 
of the results of a protracted meeting held in 
this town in January of last year, It is to be 
regretted that the author of that account: had 
not taken pains to obtain from the proper sources 
more correct information. Fifteen are report- 
ed to have joined my church as fruits of that 
meeting. f remark that four of these were re- 
ceived by letter from other churches, and five 
indulged hope previous to that revival, leaving 
siz who refer their religious impressions to that 
meeting. : p ‘ 

I know of but six or eight persons in my con- 
gregation who indulge a hope, who have not 
made profession. 

Of sizteen families belonging to my congre- 
gation or occasionally worshiping with it, where 
family prayer was commenced at the above 
mentioned meeting, siz families continue it. 
The remaining len gave up that duty within » 
few weeks, sometimes a few days, after it har 
heen commenced. 

About twenty persons in my congregation 
who gave the required pledge of their determ 
nation to serve Gord, renounced all prevensio 


to religion soon after the close of the meeting. 
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The Rev. Mr. Shaw of the Episcopal churc: 
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| informs me, that an equal number in his con- 


gregation gave expression of a similar determi 
nation at that time.” (These are represented 
| by Mr. Shaw, as now in a similar situation with 
j the 20 in Mr. Hooker’s congregation.) Mr. 
| Hooker proceeds with the information from Mr. 
Shaw. * But eight persons have joined his 
church since that meeting, and the impressions 
| of but feo were received at that meeting. The 
| Evangelist account makes fifteen. In regard to 
| the forly converts mentioned,” adds Mr. H, 
‘“who have not made profession, [ will only 
say that many of the most intelligent of my 
| church coneur in my own surprise at that state- 
ment. ‘The above mentioned defects excite 
| doubt as to its accuracy, 
“Br. Field,vou may make what use you please 
of the above remarks, &e. &e.

Constitution of the Independent Congregational 

Union of the Western Reserve. idopted at 

Williamsfield, October 29th, 1834, 


Art. 1. This Association shall be known hy 
the name of the Independent Congregational 
Union of the Western Reserve. 

Art. I. The object contemplated by this 
union shall be, Ist. ‘Po unite more closely, in the 
bonds of Christian fellowship, the ehurches and 
members of which itis composed. Qdly. To

them, and throughout the conntry, Sdly. To 

adopt proper means for the purpose of spreading 
| the gospel, and affording assistance to destitute 
| churches. And 4thly. To give encouragement 
| to persons of talents and correct Christian prin- 
| ciples, to diffuse the knowledge of the Redeem- 

er among the more destitute parts of our respec 
tive neighborhoods, 

Arr. LI, Any Christian church or churches, 
established upou apostolic or Congregational 
principles, and believing in the fallen condition 

fof man, and in that everlasting covenant of 
peace and redemption which God hath estab- 
lished with his people, in Christ, betore the 
foundation of the world :—QOr, in other words,— 
Ifthey believe that all men are in a depraved, 
ruined, and condemned state by nature—"That 
in tofinite merey and love, God sent his Sou in- 
to the workl to magnify the divine law and 
make it honorable, by fulfilling all its demands, 
and dying under its penalty or curse, as the 
substitute of sinners, that he might thereby work

Arr. VI. Inasmuch as every Christian 
church is acknowledged by us, to be competent

Ant. VII. Also, as this union diselaims ever: 
thing of a legislative and jadicial deseription,ne 
case of discipline whatever, by appeal or other- 
wise, shall be brought before it for either inves 
ligation or decision; except when the mene 
j accused is not a member of any 
ehurch belonging to this connexion, bot is sia 
ply considered a member of this association; in 
which case, the laws of Christ's kingdom can be 
fairly applied without infringing on the rights 
or liberties of any particular ¢ hurech, 

Arr. VIII. In all subjects 
which may, inthe Providence of Gor uhe 
up hefore this union for deliberation, the Bible 
shall be considered asthe only standard ot 
thority; all systems of human composition, of 
whatever kind, being considered as impertect 
and without authority, and therefore entirely 
inadmissible, 

Art. 1X. No resolutions or decisions of this 
union shall be considered as an authoritative or 
binding on the conscience; the law and testinne- 
| ny of God being considered by us,as8 possessing 
| exclusive right to the high prerogative of regu- 

lating the mind and comluet of Christians and 
| Christian churches, 

Art. X. For the purpose of preserving orc: 
at the regular meetings of this union, of keeping 
a correct statement of all ita proceedings, and ot 
} carrying into effect the objects contemplated, 
| there shall be choseti, at each regalar meeting, 
la chairman, recorder, and treasurer, imamediate- 

ly after the opening of the assecintion, 

Art. XI. Fach member of this union, when 
going toand from its appointed meetings, shall 
bear his own expenses, at least so far as to be 
no charge upon the association, 

Art. XI. The regular meetings of this union 
shall take place atleast annually, and oftener if 
found necessary, and shall be held at the 
and place fixed of at the last proceeding meet 

| ing. 

Art. XIIL. This constitution can neither be 
altered nor amended, except at the regular meet- 
ings of thie union, and then only with the con- 

| currence of two-thirds of the members then pre- 

|eent, after having sulunitied the question to 
their examination at the previous regular tmeet- 
ing, and after the respective churches have heen 
fairly apprised of the contemplated alteration.

Recigiovs Persecution in Sinesta.—A letter 
of the 17th inst. from Breslaw, gives the fol- 
lowing specious account of the late schism in 
the church in Silesia, which led to the occur- 
rences at Hornigern already noticed. ‘These 
differences arose from the opposition made by a 
great wumber of the townships and the Luther- 
au clergy to the introduciion of the new agenda 
(regulations) ordained on the 23th February | 
last A second cause of opposition was the ex- 
treme repugnance of the Lutherans and their 
pastors to what is called the Union, a mensure 
enforeed by the Government of Silesia, as well 
as by the other States of Germany, whereby the 
Lutheran and reformed mode of worship are 
united, and of the communities to such of the 
clergy as attempt to compel them to joit the} 
wuited ehureh. ‘The Prussian authorities hav- 
ing repeatedly declared that no tan was under 
any obligation to necede to the Union, the real 
pot in controversy is, whether the introduc- 
tion of the new agenda was a necessary conse- 
quence of the Union or not. The authorities 
say, no; but the Lutherans of the opposition 
say, yes. As to the event at Hornigern, the 
following are the previous circumstances :— At- 
tempts had been fur a long time made to con- 
vince the pastors and the communities that 
there was no desire to commit any violence | 
upon their consciences, or upon the free exer- 
eise of their religion. Remonstrances, however 
having failed in inducing them to accept the 
agenda, it was thought necessary to have re- 
course to severer measures, Severa! pastors, 
who had in vain been subjected to disciplinary 
penalties, were suspended from their functions, | 
and replaced by vicars who introduced the 
ezenda, and Government turned its attention | 
particularly to Hornigern, whose pastor was | 
most prominent in his opposition to the agen-| 
da.” [ Lond. Patriot. 

It appears by the last accounts from Germa-| 
ny that some disturbances have broken eut in|

Observer 
quotes the following from the annual Report 
of the Superintending committee of schools in | 
Boscawen, N. H., read in town meeting. 

Your Committee are able to state from per- 
sonal knowledge, that there were not more than 
two or three schools in town the past winter, | 


which did not partuke of the spirit and fruit of | 
religious revival. Out of 16 young men em- 

ployed as ‘Teachers, 10 were professedly pious, 

when they began their schools; and two others 

became hopefully so before their schools closed : 

making 12 who have very active, and 

have effected much in various ways for the 

promotion of the temporal and eternal interests 

of your children. 

In almost all our schools, there has been evi- 
dent seriousness and inquiry;—many of both 
sexes have been under deep convictions of sin; 
and in more than half of all our schools we 
have witnessed the converting grace of God, 
In some three or four:--in one eight or ten;— 
another 10;—in another 12 or 13, and in one 
other 20--being about half of the children who 
composed a large district school. | 

Now, with such instructors, in addition to all 
other means; and with such an influence from 
the Spirit of Grace, we should expect a ready 
attendance at school---complete subordination 
to school-laws—suspension of common punish- 
ments, and avery happy deportment towards 
superiors and equals. And for all this we can 
give you an illustration by a single instance. 

On making the last visit of one school of 
about 30 scholars,—where for nearly three 
hours in examination the most profound silence 
and order were oliserved, the pious teacher

SABBATH SCHOOLS IN CANADA, 
From our limited means in propagating the 
Gospel in Canada, it cannot be expected that 
our report can be filled with so many interest- 
ing facts, as the result of our labors, us it might, 
had we been shle to have had a number of men 
inthe field, whose combined influence would 
have been more exteusively felt; though in 
propertion to our means, we believe that few 
have labored with greater success. ‘There has 
been but one agent engaged in the S. S. Mis- 
sion, with the exception of a young man who 
has been employed three months during the 
past season, Whose time has been spent most- 
ly in distributing Bibles. [tis only about two 
years since the commencement of this mission 
in Canada; sinee which we have established 
and assisted in establishing more than one hun- 
dred Sabbath Schools, whigh have been aided 
chiefly through the beuevolence of Christians 
in the United States. As the results of the 
above efforts during the past summer, autumn 
and winter, there has been from ninety to one 
hundred conversions among the members of 
the different Sabbath Sehools. And from the 
limit of our efforts, we are encournged to be- 
lieve that no meaus could be adopted under ex- 
isting circumstances for the moral and intel- 
lectaal improvement of the rising generation in 
that wide extended and fast populating country, 
that would be so efficient as that of the general 
establishment of Sabbath Schools with suitable 
means to sustain them, And from the many em- 
burassments under which the protestant inhab- 
itants labor in that country, from their dispersion 
over a large exteut of territory, from the recent- 
ness of the arrival of many from other countries, 
and many other circumstances incident vo all 
new settlements, itis impracticable at present 
for them to sustain their own benevolent. in- 
stitutions to the extent necessary. ‘The funds 
that have been raised for the furtherance of the 
above object heretofore, have been mostly ex- 
pended for books, a greater part of which have 
been appropriated. And we hope our Chris- 
tian friends will, like their Master, continue to 
feel that charity has no home, and be ready to 
lend their aid in the promotion of the above

Monday, Feb. 20.—Mr. Moore presented a report 
from the committee to whom had been referred the 
subject of gambling, and a bill enacting that all laws 
licensing gambling shall be repealed; that those con- 
victed of keeping or being y to ping a 
gambling house, shall be imprisoned for two years; 
those convicted of keeping gambling tables, to an im- 
prisonment for one year; and those convicted of gam- 
ing or hazarding bets, shall be fined in a sam of 500 
dollars. It also has additional sections relative to the 
recovery of property lost in gambling. 

March 2.—Mr. Moore moved to take up the bill 
relative to the suppression of gambling, that he might 
present a substitute. 

Mr. Hoa thooght it better to wait till the State 
Treasurer should have answered the queries proposed 
to hin by the joint resolution, relative to supplying 
the deficit in the revenue, which will be occasioned 
by abolishing the licenses on gambling. 

Mr. Moore believed it indispensable that the act 
should be promptly passed: for applications for licen- 
ses have been made to the State ‘l'reasurer, even since 
the Senate had determined to condemn the syste. 
The Treasurer cannot refuse those applications unless 
a law is passed. [tis easy to supply the vacaam in 
the revenues. The ‘Treasurer had told him of hie 
being ready in ten minutes to specify how the deficit 
could be efficiently supplied. It is time that justice 
should be done to all; that the odiam resting on the 
State by tolerating such « practice should be effaced; 
that the law should at once be blotted from the stat- 
utes. ‘Then will the bright star of Louisiana shied its 
genial influence, instead of the dark star blighting the 
prospects of the widow and erphan of gamblers; 
then will posterity have to thank as for redeeming 
them from infamy, obloquy and poverty. 

The bill was made the order of the day for Wed- 
nesday. 

March 4.—The president of the Senate presented 
the report of the State Treasurer to the answer requir- 
ed of him by a joint resolution—as to the amouut of 
revenues acquired by issuing licenses to gambling hou- 
ses; to what purpose it is appropriated; and by what 
means it could otherwise be raised.

AN ADDRESS ‘YO BRITISH FEMALES. 








My Countrywomen,—You are, doubtless, for 
the most part, aware, that during the last ses-| 
sion of parliament, very many petitions were 
sent up from all parts of the kingdom, praying} 
the legislature to institute an inquiry into the} 
causes of the alarming increase of drunkeness | 
in our land. ‘The subject was taken into con- 
sideration by the Lower House, and a commit- 
tee of the Commons was appointed to hear evi-| 
dence as to the fact of the increase of the vice, | 
its causes, and the probable means of checking | 
its destructive progress. | 

The statements resulting from this investiga-| 
tion are appalling, and calculated to lead every | 
person who possesses spark of patriotic feel- 
ing to inquire, * What can I do to stem this 
tide of inebriety, and its criminal and disastrous 
consequences?” That each individual can do 
somewhat, is evident, because all exercise a 
certain degree of influence in their own circle. 
Evecy human mind can operate more or less 
upon a fellow-taind; can incite to good, or se- 
duce to evil. 

The weight of female influence is universally 
felt and acknowledged, It is the talent for 
which our sex is specially responsible. We 
are debtors to civilization; we are sull sreatet 
debtors to Christianity. But how long will the 
state of society in thiscountry remain Christian, 
or even civilized, if its largest outlay is in 
intoxicating liquors; and every seventh house 
becomes a spirit or beer-shop? 

If then you would retain the privileges which 
Christianity confers, aud which a cultivated 
social state allots you, lend your aid at this: im 
portant crisis. ‘This giant evil, drunkenness, is 
more than legislitive enactments alone ean cope 
with. You must contribute your assistance, 
Do you ask, * In what way?” answer, ‘In 
your own sphere and with your own peculiar 
weapons.” 

Ye wives, can cease to mingle the deleterious 
draught for your toil-worn husbands, and sub- 
stitute in lieu of it, a more healthful beverage. 

Ye mothers, can bring up your infant sons 
with a heart-felt abhorrence of that liquid poison 
which destroys body and soul at once. 

Ye sisters, can sweetly persuade your broth- 
era to abstain from those besotting gratifications, 
which dethrone reason, extinguish pure affec- 
tion, and reduce them to a level with * the 
beasts that perish.” Do you need an induce- 
ment to this effort? Think how many families 
are now pining in want, that, but for this fatal 
propensity to mitemperance, might vet be living 
in comfort, yea, in affluence! Think how 
many are now desolate widows, who might 
have been happy wives—how many are desti- 
tute orphans, whe might, but for the same de- 
structive cause, have sull known a father’s care! 

Ye wives, mothers, and daughters, can hasten 
the day of liberation to your country from the 
disgraceful thraldom of drunkenness. Youcan 
at once purify and illumine the circle in which 
you move, Examine for yourselves the simple 


hut powerful principle of the Temperance So- 
ciety; and, when convinced, hesitate not to add 
your names to its lists, and, armed with the 
double influence of example and persuasion, 
lead your hushands, sons, and fathers,to league 
with you against intemperance. Twill not in- 
quire how much of the misery which now exists 
amongst us, might, by the conscienticus exer- 
tion of female influence, have been prevented; 
but | would earnestly implore my countrywo- 
men to awake to the duty of employing their 
most strenuous efforts to check the evil, to stem 
the torrent of iniquity, and thereby, through the 
Divine blessing, prevent the fulure ruin of fami- 
lies, the further increase of crime, the loss of 
human life, and the perdition of immortal souls. 
Does the word of God expressly declare, that 
*drankards shall not inherit the kingdom of 
heaven?” and will you behold with cold indif- 
ference, thousands and tens of thousands, ex- 
cluding themselves from that blissful inheri- 
tance, and insuring, by the indulgence of a base 
appetite, present pain, and everlasting woe?

To the Secretaries of the British and Foreign Temp. Soc. | 
Gentlemen,—Y ours of January 21, on the sub- | 


ject of sending ardent spiritto the South Sea 
Islands, and also one on the same subject, from 
the London Missionary Society, were duly re- 
ceived, and carefully considered by our Com- 
mittee, Attheir first meeting after the receipt of 
the letters they passed, and caused to be pub- 
lished, the resolutions whieh you will find on 
the 78th page of our Seventh Annual Report, a 
few copies of which we herewith send you, 


You will also find the resolutions of various | 


other bodies, and the remarks of several editors 
of different respectable publications. By these 
you will see how the subject is viewed by the 
friends of temperance in this country; and be 
assured, gentlemen, that all suitable measures 


will be taken to ecuuse a practice so manifestly | 


immoral, and so exceedingly destructive to the 
temporal aud eternal interest of men, to cease. 

The ground which we take, as you see by 
the Reports which you have already received, 
and the one which we herewith send you, 
which forms the close of the first volume of our 
reports, is, that ardent spirit is a poison, the 
drinking of which, eaen in moderate quantities, 
is injurious to the bodies and minds of men: and 
that the practice of drinking is, of course, wick- 
ed. On the sane principle, we conclude that it 
is wicked to manfacture, vend, or in any way 
to furnish ardent spirits to be used as a drink 
by others; and that it is wicked to make or to 
continue laws which authorize the traffic in ar- 
dent spirit to be used as a drink, by licensing 
men to pursue it, We eonelude, also, that all 
such laws should be abolished; and that, if leg- 
islation on this subject is required by the public 
good and the voice of the people, it should be, 
not on the ground of licensing the sin, but only 
on the ground of defending the community from 
its evils, 

In our Inst Report, you will find the opinion 
of a number of our distinguished jurists and 
statesmen ; he the 
great principles of the Bille, and the decision of 
Jehovah, with regard to this subject

A SUPPOSITION, 

In 1826 Spain had a population of 13,900,000. 
Her present number may not vary much from 
that of the United States. Yet among these 
millions of living, breathing, human heings, 
Where are the pulsations of spiritual life?

In the death of Mrs. Day, her family and friends 
have suffered an irreparable loss; but with the chas- 
tened hope that their loss is her eternal gain, and 
that she has now entered into that which 
maineth for the people of God. ‘The last sickness of 
the deceased was a glorious exhibition of the power 
of the religion of Christ in sustaining the sou! in the 
last conflict, and giving it the victory over death 
She trusted in hin who ie ** the resurrection and tie 
life,’’ and found that his grace was sufficient fo 
her 

Before her case had assumed any alarming fea- 
tures, she felt that her faith was in God, but spoke 
of the continued necessity of a spiritual exarmina- 
tion of the heart, and of constant watchfulness un- 
to prayer. But with ail this, she could add, *‘not my 
will, but thine, O' God, be done."’ 

After her recovery seemed impossible to her phy- 
sicians and friends, she bowed in resignation to the 
will of God, as one who had finished her course and 
was ready to depart and be with Christ. ‘* He 
knows,’’ said she, **and will do what is best.’’— 
** It is God,—let him alone.’ 

Subsequent to this, when she thought herself dy- 
ing, she called for the Bible. With her reason un- 
clouded, she desired that the 16th Psalm might be 
read, and then requested all in the room to joi in 
singing the ** Dying Christian,’* commencing, ‘ Vi- 
tal spark of heavenly flame, quit,O! quit, this mortal 
frame,’’ &c; but the hearts of those present, could 
not be tuned to those seraphic strains. Continuing a 
short time in apparent devotion, she then repeated 
the words of the inquiry, ** tell me, tell me, my soul, 
can this be death ?’’ 

She said ‘** she waited patiently for death’’—** that 
it would be welcome when it came.’’ In one of her 
distressed turns, while her childran were administer- 
ing to her pains, she exclaimed, ‘* what a pleasant 
time it is here with my children—I pray God may 
sactify it to them.”’
